THE WORST STARTS COMING 
Tile psychological problem of the sadly disorgan­ 
ized bloc of human beings trying to resist totalitarian 
conquest is becoming more complex. 
The 
startling 
success of German air raids against Coventry and 
Birmingham has robbed them of the meager hope 
they dared the feel when September passed without 
producing the totalitarian triumph of outright in­ 
vasion of Great Britain. 
Successful invasion would have brought victory to 
Germany and Italy the quick way, but they were not 
up to it. Blitzkrieg failed at the climax. Plainly, their 
strategy now calls for scattering their assault, exert­ 
ing their force at widely 
separated 
points 
where 
British resistance is most heavily handicapped, in the 
hope of accomplishing in a farflung campaign what 
they were unable to 
accomplish 
in a concentrated 
drive in the English channel area. 
This is to be done by intensification of the block­ 
ade against Great Britain, by moves in the Balkans 
by a campign to drive the British away from Gibral­ 
tar. by piecemeal destruction of British cities, and 
apparently by sabotage to cripple the productive ca­ 
pacity of the United States. It is the motive behind 
diplomacy des gned to isolate Turkey from Great 
Britain. 
It is the motive for the Italian campaign 
in Greece. 
Prime Minister Churchill and other spokesmen 
who have warned that the darkest days of the war 
were still ahead probably had these awful eventual­ 
ities in mind. 
The fact is 
that 
the 
totalitarian 
bloc’s’ potentialities of destruction have not been ap­ 
proached yet. The worst part of the war to destroy 
the British empire and the pattern of human society 
which it guards is yet to come. 
The decision will 
rest in large part upon ab^ity of all who believe it 
is worth preserving to face yet more ghastly conse­ 
quences than any which they have endured up to 
now. 


REFORM BV THE BAC KDOOR 
Support for the merit system has been a "must" 
plank for all recent party platforms. With exception 
of the dark years of the unrestricted "spoiLs" system, 
civil service has been a constant aim of better gov­ 
ernment groups in the United States. 
If it happens that civil service idealists are not 
too deeply impressed by new legislation empowering 
President Roosevelt 
to 
cover 
more 
than 200.000 
federal employes into the civil service, that is one 
of the ironies of tile reform they have fought for. 
Reform by the backdoor is better than none at all. 
Ideally, civil service protection is established be­ 
fore the appointment of its jobholding beneficiaries. 
In the case of the New Deal, however, appointments 
have been made first and appointees blanketed into 
civil service afterward. 
The effect in many cases is 
to establish security for political appointees; growth 
of the civil service system is a byproduct 
On the other hand, it cannot be argued that the 
opposition would have done any better had it been 
the party in power 
at 
a 
time 
when the federal 
bureaucracy was growing by leaps and bounds. Tile 
ancient and not too honorable rule that to tile victor 
belongs the .spoils has not been repealed, civil service 
to the contrary notwithstanding. 


SOME WEI I- LAID PLANS 
When conscription was a leg.slative issue, critics 
thought it would be better to drum up volunteers 
Unexpectedly, that has been the first Important re­ 
sult of conscription 
Communities all over the country are filling their 
first draft quotas with volunteers. 
Draft officials 
are hazarding guesses that close to half a million 
young men in line or the draft will enlist or apply 
to their draft beards for immediate induction. 
When the first college term ends in January, a 
veritable rush to the colors is foreseen, followed by 
another in June. 
Mixed with 
patriotic 
fervor in 
many cases, of course, is a desire to get it over with 
as quickly as possible. 
Once selective service became 
a certainty, elective service became infinitely more 
attractive. 


Strangely enough, this eventuality seems not to 
have been foreseen by any of the experts who dis­ 
cussed the matter, one more black eye for the Inexact | 
science of experting.

Full statistics are not available 
but the reports said that an im ­ 
provement in m onthly production 
was expected, since a large number 
of war prisoners and civilian labor­ 
ers, now engaged in harvesting agri­ 
cultural crops, soon will be avail­ 
able for industrial pursuits. 
Approximately 1.000,000 industrial 
workers were drawn from the oldest 
and youngest age groups, and sev­ 
eral hundred thousand war prison­ 
ers were used in agriculture. 
D e­ 
spite this there were between 1,- 
000,009 and 2,000,000 fewer indus­ 
trial workers than the peace time 
total. The latest peace time figure 
was 21,840,000 workers and w-age 
earners on June 30, 1939. 
Working 
Hours Longer 
Tliis. reports showed, was offset 
by longer hours and rationalization 
which included particularly m ech­ 
anization of many production pro­ 
fesses. permitting use of unskilled 
labor and
